Worthy. 
FOR WAR RELIEF. 


By Paul Hebert Conten. 

For the past year news from New 
York has been full of praise of the 
great work now being accomplished 
by the Stage Women's War Relief 
rund. Ahhough the results are 
splendidly phenomenal, it but the 
natural outeome when the leading 
artiete of the sfage devote their 
time, energy and enthusiasm to a4 
worthy cause. This Mean Un- 
dertaking. 

With the idea tin mind that some- 
thing should be done in Loe Angeles 
im thie way, considering the hun- 
dreds of stage and screen folk that 
live here permanentiy, I visited | 
Katherine Grey, whose portrayal of | 
La Grange, the fertune tell- 
er in Bayard Velller’s thrilling my*- 
tery melodrama at the Mason this 
week, ie praised as a remarkable 
character drawing. 

“Traveling on the road te not the 
best way to k in clote touch 
with the work of the Stage Women's 
War Relief Fund,” sald Miss Grey. 
“but euch ie the thoroughness of the 
organization that I know within a 
few days practically everything of 
importance that i# dene by this 
loyal bedy of women tn New York. 

“What we have accomplished has 
brought much praise, but the work 
is very meager to what we would 
Nike to accomplish for our boys at 
the front. It seems to we a very, 
very easy thing to do, and it is won- 
| dertalty gratifying to know that we 
have earned our right to American- 
sm." 


To be explicit, the stage women 
in New York are devoting so many 
hours every day to performing 
tasks in the ald of war relief. Bome 
necessary articles, some put up 
cans of preserves and jellies, some 
do garden work, some give so much 
money each week to purchase little 
luxuries for the fightess, and all of 
them utilize every spare hour to 
fome good in the cause. 

Katherine Grey ts a very mod 
woman. She comes from New Yor 
after a summer spent at Westches- 
ter, N Y., where, with other patriotic 
women, she devoted her vacation to 
this work. She probably thinks this 
the only rikht thing to be done, but 
what would be the result If all of 
our women devoted just a \little 
spare time each day to this end? 

“Most of all,” sald Misa Grey, “the 
soldiers in the trenches desire lux- 
uries. Can't you understand how 
they must yearn for such comforts 
as scented soap, scent, powder, 
cigarettes, chocolate, toilet articles 
and the like’ This may sound fool- 
ish to Americans who have had no 
experience with the workings of 
war, but it is true. 

“We stage women have made an 
exhaustive study of the subject. In 
France and England many Amerit- 
can actresees have either nursed in 
the hospitals or contributed their 
bit by singing or entertaining for 
the wounded soldiers ever since the 
war began. Here is an instance of 
how much the little luxuries mean 
to them: 

“A badily-wounded man, who 
seemingly was in the last stages of 
delirium, was brought into a hos- 
pital near the front, where a friend 
of mine was nursing. He had been 
lying out In Man's Land for 
many hours without aid. It was 
Christmas Day About a week be- 
fore our boxes “had arrived from 
New York, and they were saved for 
Christmas. On Christmas morning 
every wounded man found the lux- 
uries his heart had been vearning 
for under his pillow The badily- 
wounded soldier was fest coing tIn- 
| nane, cerving out In his delirium that 
dead bodies were all srownd him.

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AS AMERICA A UNITED FRONT? 
The waving of red flags and the open 
anti-war demonstrations in New York City 

Bive rise to the query, Does America pre 
sent a united front to the enemy? Does it? 
While it cannot be sald literally that it 
does~shame be it—truth is that America 
was never so nearly united in sentiment as 
are her people today; that so far as the real 
heart of the nation is concerned it is at 
one with iteelf, Most of the recaicitrants 
have been lashed into line—and the pro 
German shouters and red-flag wavers and 
pacifists, while having some temporary and 
local successes perhaps, will be properly 
and effectively dealt with by the intensely 
patriotic spirit of the nation—and they will 
go down. 

Sad as it is to have to say it, we Amer- 
lcang have not always presented so nearly 
a solid front to the world as we do at this 
hour. it is trae that the American people. 
@s a people, have been whole-heartedly loy- 
al from the day the United States accepted 
the Kaiser's brutal challenge to arms, but 
there were treasonable elements that 
missed mo opportunity to abuse the Amer- 
fean right of free speech by preaching se 
dition and disloyalty. The more or less open 
mouthings and activities of these alien and 
native-born traitors, coupled with the va- 
porings and slushy outpourings of the fee- 
ble-minded pacifist dupes of the Prussian 
propagandists, unfortunately made things 
look blacker than they were, causing many 
persons in the United States, as well as in 
the lands of our allies, to doubt America’s 
steadfagtness and singleness of purpose in 
the war. 

There is mystery as to just what hap- 
pened to shut off some of these pro-German 
workers.

Well, it may have been only a coinci- 
dence that this particular Herr Publisher 
began clambering into the band wagon at 
the same time the Bolo Pasha affair came 
to light: but it has really been amazing to 
note the number of pro-German and German 
language editors who started sprinting for 
the same vehicle the moment this Bolo 
person popped into the limelight. That 
scrambling for seats seems to have taken 
on new zeal with every announcement from 
Paris that M. Bolo was thinking of making 
some statements. The public is all agog 
about the thing. Nothing else, not even 
the steady push of the French, British, Bel- 
gians and Americans against the crumbling 
German lines of the west front, has at- 
tracted more attention. 

After all, the big thing isn't so much the 
question of why the organized proGerman 
propaganda has so nearly collapsed as the 
heart-warming fact that it has so largely 
let up. The air is better breathing than it 
was a few weeks ago. America knows now 
that the enemy agents and their treacher- 
ous copperhead associates and dupes were 
never really as strong as the noise they 
made might have indicated, for the whole 
gang of them have hunted cover or smeared 
on the camouflage and swung onto the band 
wagon in apparent wild alarm over expos- 
ure, the very nature of which the public 
can only guess at. The thing America 
should reverently thank God for is that 
traitorous assaults upon America from with- 
in have at last been so nearly stopped. 
Every patriot should shout Hosannas that 
now, while our armies are going to France, 
America can and does present to the whole 
world a united front!
